Summary 

Compared  with  the  season  immediately  preceding,  the  19^1— hz  fruit 
season  will  continue  to  "be  relatively  favorable  for  fruit  growers  in  general. 
Although  producers  of  deciduous  fruits  have  had  to  market  larger  amounts  of 
produce  this  season  than  last,  a  higher  level  of  consumer  demand  and  larger 
purchases  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  this  season  have  resulted  in 
materially  higher  prices  to  growers. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  December  1  totaled  31»1  million 
bushels  compared  with  33*8  million  on  the  same  date  in  19^-0.     If  apples  held 
by  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  are  deducted  from  total  stocks,  then 
the  quantity  of  apples  available  for  distribution  through  regular  trade 
channels  after  December  1  was  about  5»2  million  bushels  smaller  than  the 
quantity  available  a  year  earlier.    Auction  prices  of  western  apples  and 
wholesale  prices  of  eastern  and  mi dwe stern  apples  in  November  averaged  about 
15  percent  higher  than  in  November  19^-0.    Last  year  market  prices  of  eastern 
and  mi dwe stern  apples  increased  about  18  percent  from  November  through  April, 
and  auction  prices  of  \tfestem  apples  increased  about  10  percent. 

Production  of  fall  and  winter  variety  pears  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States  is  estimated  to  total  about  5»6  million  bushels,  compared  with  6.6 
million  last  year.     Cold  storage  holdings  of  late  variety  pears  on  December  1 
were  reported  to  total  about  2.0  million  bushels,  compared  with  1.5  million 
on  December  1,  19^0.    Up  to  November  J>0,  l^hO  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
had  purchased  nearly  200,000  boxes  of  19U0  crop  late  variety  pears,  and  up 
to  the  same  date  this  season  they  had  ma.de  no  purchases  of  late  pears.  The 
effect  on  pear  prices  of  increa.sed  cold  storage  holdings  has  been  more  than 
offset  by  the  effects  of  a  higher  level  of  consumer 'demand. 
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December  1  estimates  place  the  production  of  oranges  from  the  "bloom 
of  19^1  at  million  boxes  compared  with  g'4.1  million  from  the  19^0 

bloom.     Grapefruit  and  lemon  production  from  the  "bloom  of  19*4-1  probably  will 
"be  smaller  than  that  from  the  "bloom  of  the  preceding  year.     Shipments  of 
citrus  fruits  from  Florida,  and  Texa.s  during  November  ran  "behind  those  in  the 
same  month  last  yea.r.    Market  prices  of  oranges  and  grapefruit  continue  to 
a.verage  well  above  prices  in  the  comparable  period  a  year  ago.

DOMESTIC  DEMA1E 

The  entry  of  the  United  States  into  the  world  conflict  has  not  greatly 
changed  the  outlook  for  domestic  consumer  demand  for  fruit  and  fruit  products 
during  the  remainder  of  the . 19^1—42  fruit  season.    Consumers'  income  is  ex- 
pected to  continue  to  increase,  although  not  at  as  fast  a  rate  as  during 
most  of  19^1.    The  effects  upon  industrial  activity  of  accelerated  production 
for  war  will  "be  mostly  offset  "by  restrictions  on  the  production  of  civilian 
goods,  "but  the  national  income  will  continue  to  rise  as  a.  result  of  advancing 
prices  in  some  lines  and  larger  wage  -payments.    The  needs  for  and  production 
of  canned  goods  in  general  will  "be  speeded  up  "by  recent  developments. 

APPLES 

PACKGPOIJITD.-  Total  production  of  apples  has  fluctuated  widely 
in  the  past  30  years  largely  as  a  result  of  year-to-year  changes 
in  growing  conditions.    However,  there  ha,s  "been  a  moderate 
downward  trend  in  apple  production  since  the  peak  year  191^-. 
A  decrea.se  in  the  number  of  apple  trees  has  taken  place  in  the 
past  30  years,  and  preliminary  reports  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  indica,te  that  the  number  of  apple  trees  of  all  ages  and 
of  bearing  age  in  1940  was  sharply  lower  than  in  1935*  ^he 
great  decrease  in  number  of  trees  ha.s  been  caused  by  the  abandon- 
ment of  farm  orchards,  normal  mortality,   the  removal  of  low  yield- 
ing trees,  and  loss  from  droughts,   storms,  and  freezes.  The 
census  reports  indicate  that  the  yield  per  tree  under  average 
growing  conditions  increased  from  1935  to  19^0 .    Apple  prices 
have  recovered  considerably  from  their  low  levels  in  the 
depression  years. 

Commercial  Crop  Larger 

The  commercial  apple  crop  was  estimated,   as  of  December  1,  to  total 
12b.l  million  bushels  compared  with  114.4  million  bushels  in  1940.  Produc- 
tion in  the  Central  and  Eastern  States  is  indicated  to  be  27  percent  and  9 
percent  higher,  respectively,  than  in  igU-0 -     In  the  Western  States  production 
is  indicated  to  be  about  3  percent  higher  than  that  of  a  year  earlier. 
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Cold  Storage  Holdings  Smaller 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  December  1  totaled  3X*1  million 
"bushels  compared  with  33  »8  million  on  the  same  date  in  19^0.    The  holdings 
figure  for  December  1,  19^1  does  not  include  apples  intended  for  canning 
or  other  processing  that  ^ere  in  cold  storage  on  that  date.    The  amount  of 
such  apples  held  in  cold  storage  on  December  1,  I9H0  was  probably  very  small, 
and,  therefore,  it  is  permissible  to  compare  the  December  1  figure  for  this 
year  with  that  for  last  year  without  attempting  to  make  any  adjustments. 

Total  cold  storage  holdings,  then,  were  roughly  2.7  million  bushels 
less  on  December  1  than  on  the  same  date  a  year  earlier.    The  amount  avail- 
able for  distribution  through  regular  commercial  trade  channels,  as  of 
December  1,  19^1 ,  was  less  than  that  indicated  by  total  cold  storage  holdings, 
since  the  Surplus  Marketing  Administration  held  3»1  million  bushels  of  the 
31.1  million  reported.    On  December  1  last  year,  the  Administration  held  only 
605,226  bushels.    Thus,  the  amount  of  apples  available  for  distribution 
through  regular  trade  channels  after  December  1  totaled  about  5*2  million 
bushels  less  than  was  available  a  year  earlier. 

The  cold  storage  situation  is  more  favorable  relative  to  last  year  in 
the  Central  and  Eastern  States  than  in  the  Western  States.    In  spite  of  larger 
crops  in  the  Central  and  Eastern  States  this  year,  holdings  on  December  1 
were  33  percent  and  12  percent  lower,  respectively,  than  holdings  on  the 
same  date  a  year  earlier.    In  the  Western  States  holdings  were  3  percent 
larger  than  a  year  ago. 

It  is  roughly  estimated  that  fresh  apple  sales  will  total  $h.O  million 
bushels  in  the  19H1-U2  ( July-June)  sea.son.    Last  year  roughly  86.0  million 
bushels  were  marketed  in  the  fresh  form.    Total  cold  storage  holdings  on 
December  1  would  indicate  that  70  percent  of  estimated  total  fresh  sales 
this  season  had  been  made  prior  to  December,  compared  with  only  60  percent 
sold  up  to  that  time  last  year. 

Several  factors  have  contributed  to  the  sale  of  a  greater  proportion 
of  the  apple  crop  this  year  prior  to  December.     In  the  first  place,  the  pro- 
portion of  the  total  apple  crop  originating  in  the  Western  States  was  smaller 
this  year  than  last.    The  proportion  of  the  western  crop  marketed  prior  to 
December  1  is  usually  small  relative  to  the  proportions  of  the  eastern  and 
midwestern  crops  marketed.     Second,   the  production  of  summer  varieties  was 
considerably  heavier  this  year  than  la,st.    Third,  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture has  -ourchased  more  apples  to  date  this  season  than  in  the  same  period 
la,st  year.    Up  to  December  13 ,  the  Department  had  purchased  5»8  million 
bushels  of  fresh  apples  compared  with  3*1  million  up  to  December  7  in  the 
preceding  season. 

Hoy ember  Farm  Prices  Highest  Since  193 6 

The  November  15  average  farm  price,  as  reported  by  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service,  was  98  cents,  the  highest  November  15  price  since  193& 
and  the  second  highest  since  1929.    It  was  31  percent  higher  than  the 
November  15  price  in  19^0. 
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Harke t  Prices  Above  a  Year  Ago 

Auction  prices  of  western  apples  and  wholesale  prices  of  eastern  and 
midwestern  apples  in  November  averaged  about  15  percent  higher  than  in 
November  19^-0.    Prices  of  eastern  and  midwestern  apples  are  increasing  rela— 
tive  to  those  of  a  year  ago  largely  as  a  result  of  the  smaller  stocks  of 
these  apples  in  storage  this  year.    Last  year  market  prices  of  eastern  and 
midwestern  apples  increased  about  18  percent  from  November  through  April, 
and  auction  prices  of  western  apples  increased  about  10  percent. 

Prices  of  Washington  Extra.  Pancy  Delicious  and  Jonathan  apples  at 
the  Chicago  auction  decreased  seasonally  during  November.    Auction  prices 
of  these  varieties  normally  decrease  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  through 
January. 

,•  PEARS 

BACKGROUND Pear  production  has  about  -doubled  in  the  last  20 
years.    The  increase  occurred  largely  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States,  where  during  the  5~Zrear  period  193 6-^40 ,  two- thirds  of 
the  total  United  States  pear  crop  vras  produced.    Parm  prices 
of  pears  tended  to  decline  with  increased  production. 

The  canning  industry  has  provided  an  important  outlet 
for  pea.rs.     In  the  5-year  period  193^~39>  approximately  22  per- 
cent of  the  pear  crop  was  placed  in  cans.     In  the  same  period 
the  drying  industry  took  about  5  percent  of  the  crop.  Increas- 
ing quantities  of  pea.rs  have  been  canned  and  dried  in  recent 
years,  but  since  these  outlets  have  not  absorbed  all  of  the  in- 
creased production,  the  volume  of  pears  for  fresh  consumption 
has  been  larger. 

In  I93U-38  approximately  18  percent  of  the  total  pear 
crop  was  marketed  outside  of  this  country.     In  this  period 
about  30  percent  of  the  canned  pack  and  fG  percent  of  the 
dried  pack  were  exported.    Substantial  quantities  of  fresh 
pears  also  were  exported.    Export  markets  provided  important 
outlets  for  the  late  variety  pears;  prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities  in  Europe  in  1939  over  5°  percent  of  total  ship- 
ments of  fresh  Hardy,  Cornice,  and  Winter  Nelis  pears  (important 
late  varieties)  went  to  foreign  markets. 

Smaller  Production  of  Late  Varieties 

Production  of  fall  and  winter  variety  pears  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States  is  estimated  to  total  approximately  5«6  compared  with  6.6  million 
bushels  in  1940,  and  the  10-year  ( 193 0-39)  average  of  4.5  million  bushels. 

Cold  Storage  Holdings  of  Late  Varieties  Larger 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  late  variety  pears  on  December  1  were  re- 
ported to  total  about  2.0  million  bushels  compared  with  1.5  million  on 
December  1,  1940.     Cold  storage  holdings  were  33  percent  greater,  but  pro- 
duction was  15  percent  smaller.    Up  to  November  3°.  19^+0  the  Department  of 
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Agriculture  had  purchased  nearly  800,000  "boxes  of  19^0  crop  late  variety 
pears,  and  up  to  the  same  date  this  season  they  had  made  no  purchases  of 
late  variety  pears. 

Auction  Prices  of  Late  Varieties 
Higher  This  Year  Than  Last 

The  weighted  average  auction  price  per  "box  of  D'Anjou  pears  at  New 
York  increased  seasonally  from  October  to  November,  an.d  the  average  price 
of  Bosc  decreased.    Prices  of  the  3osc  variety  normally  remain  fairly  con- 
stant from  October  to  January,  and  then  decrease  sharply  to  the  end  of  the 
season.    Prices  of  D'Anjous,  on  the  other  hand,  normally  increase  sharply 
from  September  to  April. 

Prices  of  Bosc  and D&zujou pears  have  "been  averaging  ahove  those  in 
the  comparable  period  last  year  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  date. 
A  higher  level  of  consumer  demand  this  year  over  last  has  resulted  in  average 
prices  of  these  varieties  in  November  and  the  first  2  weeks  of  December  ahove 
those  in  the  comparable  period  last  year.    The  effect  on  pear  prices  of  in- 
creased cold  storage  holdings  has  "been  more  than,  offset  by  the  effects  of  a 
higher  level  of  consumer  demand. 

01 TEDS 

Oranges 

The  total  orange  crop  from  the  bloom  of  V$\\  was  estimated,  as  of 
December  1,  to  total  8H.5  million  "bushels  compared  with  S^+.l  million  last 
year.    The  crop  last  year  was  of  record  size. 

The  Florida  orange  season  sta,rted  later  this  year  than,  last,  and  total 
shipments  from  the  "beginning  of  the  season  to  Decemher  13  were  roughly  30 
percent  less  than  in  the  comparable  period  in  19+0.    Total  shipments  of 
California,  and  Arizona  Valencias  from  the  "beginning  of  the  Florida,  season 
to  December  13  were  ahout  33  percent  larger  than  in  the  comparable  period  a 
year  earlier,  and  were  slightly  larger  than  total  Florida,  shipments  this  year. 

Auction  prices  of  Florida  oranges  at  ITew  York  averaged  $2.83  per  box 
in  November  I9H1.     In  the  week  ended  December  12  they  averaged  17  percent 
ahove  prices  in  the  comparable  week  a  year  earlier.    The  effects  on  orange 
prices  of  a  higher  level  of  consumer  demand  this  year  over  last  should  more 
than  offset  the  price  effects  of  a  slightly  larger  orange  crop  in  the  country 
a,s  a  whole. 

Grapefruit 

Total,  grapefruit  production  from  the  bloom  of  19^-1  was  estimated,  as 
of  December  1,  to  total  U1.5  million  boxes,  1.5  million  boxes  less  than  the 
crop  from  the  19H0  bloom.    Production  in  Florida  is  indicated  to  be  ahout  13 
percent  less  and  that  in  Texas  is  indicated  to  be  9  percent  la.rger  than  a.  year 
earlier . 
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Shipments  of  Florida  and  Texas  grapefruit  averaged  slightly  below 
those  of  a  year  earlier  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  November  29.  In 
the  first  2  weeks  of  December,  however,  Texas  shipments  exceeded  those  in 
the  comparable  weeks  of  19^0. 

Market  prices  of  Florida  and  Texas  grapefruit  in  November  averaged 
about  11  percent  higher  than  in  November  19^0. 

lemons 

The  lemon  crop  from  the  bloom  of  loUl  is  indicated  to  total  lk.o 
million  boxes  compared  with  17*1  million  from  the  bloom  of  19^0.  Market 
prices  of  lemons  in  the  week  ended  December  12  averaged  considerably  higher 
than  in  the  compear  able  week  last  year.
